A free, voluntary Consultant pro- 
gram for employers is offered by 
the Division of Industrial Safety 
and Occupational Hygiene of the 
Department of Labor and 
Industries. Through an expert 
assessment of production 
Processes and facilities, sugges- 
tions can be made to assist 
employers “to assure so far as 
possible every working man and 
woman in the Nation safe and 
healthful working conditions,” as 
promised by the 1970 Occupa- 
tional Safety and Health Act. 


Within ten days of completion of 
consultation a technical report is 
furnished to employers. They are 
then invited to request a revisit by 
the Consultant to discuss any 
deficiences noted. This program 
stresses prevention and volun- 
tary compliance.
